Mr. Helms noted 
that this cable had been ajiswered but he did not believe Mr. Wisner 
had an opportunity to see the reply prior to his departure from Paris.

Mr. Amory noted his intention to attempt to "smoke out" State 
Department policy on the Philippines at an early NSC Planning Board 
Meeting.
